WHAT COOKS — SKULLDUGGERY? 


It would appear that petty jealousy 
has reared its ugly head again in the 
State League Management Commit- 
tee. A set against the four Olympic 
Park clubs occurred last Monday 
when it was claimed that Olympic 
Park was not adhering to the rule of 
60 cents admission to ground, which 
is obviously wrong. 


As you are aware, since the open- 
ing round of the season there has 
been a surcharge of 10 cents to the 
Grandstand Reserve at Olympic 


Park, and you the paying public have . 


been quite happy with the situation, 
having the choice of entering the 
covered outer area for 60 cents or 
taking advantage of the seating facili- 
ties in the stand. 


At Middle Park and St. Kilda a 
similar system applies. However, the 
turnstile facilities at these venues are 
such that it is necessary to pay to 
enter the ground, then, should you 
desire, pay the additional fee to the 
stands. This’is what the State League 
wish to happen here at Olympic Park, 
despite the inconvenience to the 
public. 


One chib’s animosity against others 
caused the matter to be raised. I 
won't name the club, but it would be 
“just” to state that their case is not 
based on sound thinking, nor is it in 
the best interests of soccer. It cah 
only stir up hatred and ill-feeling. 


The facts are — since moving into 
Olympic Park as the home clubs, 
George Cross, Port Melbourne- 
Slavia, Alexander and Croatia have 
launched a publicity campaign to 





promote soccer, and the revenue 
gained by the surcharge is devoted to 
this purpose. 


It should also be noted that the 
patrons in the Olympic Park outer 
have refreshment facilities which are 
not provided at grounds occupied by 
clubs which supported the move to 
upset the status quo here, at the pre- 
mier soccer stadium. . 

At Olympic Park you receive this 
programme free of charge, and are 
kept up to date with the progress 
scores from other matches. . Another 
feature lacking at other grounds. We 
aim at all times to please you, our 
supporters, and will continue to do 
so despite the efforts of some people 
to upset the apple cart. 


Many of you will have received a 
copy of the “Northern Progress”, a 
paper with a circulation of 100,000. 
You would notice a soccer preview in 
that paper which helps publicise all 
matches. That was arranged through 
the efforts of the Olympic Park clubs 
as a service to the game and. the 
soccer public. 

I claim that the Olympic Park clubs 
are united in their efforts to promote 
soccer, that our system of admission 
provides the greatest convenience. to 
you the public, and I challenge any- 
one to dispute this claim. 


If the instigators of this issue want 
to take me on, good luck to them: 
They will need it. Our aim is to 
please you the public and despite any 
back-biting the Olympic Park clubs 
will continue in this direction. And 
the devil take the hindmost.
